If Dream of Peace Ad- 


vocates Comes I rue. 


Washington, December 15.—That the 
worst results of arbitration are incal- 
culably better than the best effects 
obtained through war, and that a per- 
manent court of arbitrational justice. 
of a judicial and not of a diplomatic 
character, is the idea for which hu- 
manity: should strive in its moral 
task abolishing war, was the pre- 
vailing sentiment of the opening ses- 
sion tonight of an international confer- 
under auspices of the American 
Society for Judicial 
ternational Disputes. 

War itself as well as extensive prep- 
arations for it by immense public ex- 
penditures were generally deplored, 
Andrew Carnegie, the principal speak- 
of the evening, declaring that 70 
per cent of the taxes collected by this 
country Was spent on war or pensions 
connected with it.

Andrew Carnegie, who 
principal speaker of the 
before the_ internationa] 
of the American Society for Ju- 
dicial Settlement of International 
Disputes, in developing his sub- 
ject, “The Moral Issue in War,” 
from: a review of recent events, in the 
movement for a permanent. court of 
arbitral justice, characterized “the ap- 
peal to conscience, not cre the pocket,” 
as the paramount question. He de- 
clared that the enormous sums nations 
are now spending upon instruments for 
war are “ominously oppressive,” and 
acded that he did not believe the mere 
cost of war or the greater cost of ar- 
maments meant to prevent war would 
prove the most effectual deterrent to 
war itself. Mr. Carnegie referred to the | 
newly-created Peace Foundation, only 
briefly urging the American Society 
for Judicial Settlement of International 
Disputes, as well as other peace organ- 
izations, not to fail to co-operate with 
the foundation in its sing:e aim, the 
abolition of war between nations.

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ON BLAZING SHIP 


Narrowly Escape Being 
- Burned to Death. 


Steamer Maryland Burns Near 
Norfolk---Eight United States 
Sailors Proved Heroes and 
Probably Saved the Lives of 
the Passengers. 


Norfolk, Va., December 156.-——Fire 
partly destroyed the steamer Maryland 
of the New York, Philadelphia an@ 
Norfolk raifroad tonight, and three 
nundred passengers had a narrow and 
thrilling escape from injury or death. 

The Maryland left Norfolk at 6:15 
o’clock for Cape Charles, Va. Thirty 
minutes later, while the steamer was 
between Bush Bluff light and Sewall's 
Point, a negro deckhand discovered 
fire in some cotton in the freight hoid. 

Mate Foster, in attempting to extiqg- 
guish the fire single-handed, had to be 
hauled to safety by means of a rope 
which was passed down to him from 
the upper deck. 

Heroism of Sailors. 

Eight United States sailors, passen- 
gers on the steamer, distinguisned 
themselves for bravery, and probably 
saved the lives of many passeagers, 
and prevented the complete destruction 
of the steamer. A sailor named Stone 
hung over the sides of the steamer 
while several companions held his feet, 
and, with his hands bursted a window 
leading to the freight hold and turned 
a stream of water on the fire. He heid 
this position for fifteen minutes while 
the Maryland was racing with all speed 


possible for Sewall’s Point to dis 


charge her passengers. Most of the 
passengers were at supper when the 
fire was discovered. 

Great Tragedy Narrowly Averted. 

Owen Start, an oiler, cut an artery ir 
his arm by shoving it through a win- 
dow pane. He was sent to St.. Vincent 
hospital in Norfolk on a special car as 
soon as the Maryland reached Sewall’s 
Point. 

Had the fire been discovered thirty 
minutes later, when the steafher reach- 
ed the bay, it is believed there wouid 
have been a fearful loss of life. 

The greatest damage was done amid- 
ship, where the fire started. st he 
flames reached the upper cabin and 
the walls of some of the staterooms 
were badly scorched. 

A dozen tugs responded to the Mary- 
land’s distress signals, and tn a short 
time had their streams turned on the 
blaze. 

The steamer Pennsylvania was rush- 
ed from Norfolk, and she took on the 
passengers from the Maryland and pro- 
ceeded to Cape Charles,

were able to be present at a banquet 
given in their honor by the ‘National 
Democratic Club at the Waldorf-As- 
torila tonight. John A. Dix, 
York, and Eugene N. Foss, of Massa- 
chusetts, were there, but regrets were 
sent by Woodrow Wilson, of New Jer- 
sey; Judson Harmon, of Ohio; Simeon 
E. Baldwin, of Connecticut, and Fred- 
erick E. Plaisted, of Maine. Two of the 
absentees, however, Messrs. Wilson 
and Harmon, sent letters which were 
read and both Mr. Dix and Mr, Foss 
delivereg addresses. 

Norman E. Mack, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, pre- 
sided, and seated near him were Rich- 
ard Croker, former leader of Tammany 
Hall, and Charles Ff. Murphy, the pres- 
ent leader. John Fox, yresident of the 
club, was too il] to attend. A telegram 
was received shortly before the din- 
ner began that Governor-elect Plaisted 
wag seriously ill and was threatened 
with pneumonia. Then came word 
that Governor-elect Baldwin had an 
engagement to speak in Washington. 

The letters of Dr. .Wilson and Gov- 
ernor Harmon were read before any 
addresses were delivered.

A firm, 
rank, genuine, reasonable representa- 
tion of the people is the basis of every 
just government. This is the problem 
which not only our people have. to 
solve in the electoral machinery which 
they construct and use, but it is the 
problem which our state legislatures 
have also to solve in the choice of 
senators of the United’ States.”

Monster Parade Is Held With 
,Autos, Carriages and Pedes- 
trians in Line, 


AUDIENCE OF 50,000 
FLL ATLNTA. STREETS 


As Parade Entered Each Block 
the Lights Were Flashed on 
for First Time---After Parade 
Ended the Big Crowd Visited 
the Merchants Along Route. 


Fur and frolic held high carnival in 
Atlanta last night. 

Full fifty thousand souls pushed, 
packed, pulled, shoved, surged and 
jostled through Peachtree, Whitehal! 
and Mitchell streets and saw the onen- 
ing of Atlanta’s Great White Way. 

It was. by far the largest, most en- 
thusiastic, best-natured crowd that 
ever assembled In Atlanta on any oe- 
casion in the history of the city. 

Immense Crowd Present. 

They came from all parts of the 
city and county, and from neighboring 
cities and counties; they trooped in a- 
foot, in carriages, hacks, drays, wag- 
ons, motor trucks, floats, automobiles 
and every other vehicle of locomotion 
With the possible exception of airships 
and battleships. 

There was, for a fact, an airship in 
the parade, but it was not cranked up 
for business and rolled majesticahy 
through the streets on an automobile. 
However, it was an airship and it was 
in the parade and it helped some. The 
nearest approach to a man-of-war was 
& little gasoline launch, which rumor 
Says, was drawn up onFulton county 
Side of the Chatthoochee river, 9 miles 
away, and which lent its weak and 
distant, but faithful, teot to swell the 
volume of sound which arose and woke 
up the welkin from automobile horns. 
sirens, tin whistles, tin horns, cow 
bells and other instruments of ear tor- 
ture, as the long parade, arranged in 
célebration of the opening of the Great 
White Way, moved through the streets. 

Do Not Forget Parade. 

And the parade. By all means let 
us not forget the parade. 

Mayor Maddox, Major Kugene 
Schmidt, grand marsha! of the parade: 
Lieutenant Robert Schmidt, chief of 
staff; W. F. Parkhurst, president of 
the Atlantis Ad Men’‘s Club: Clarence 
Haverty, Chief Cummings, of the fire 
department; Chief Jennings, of the 
police department. 

All these and many more who were 
in the parade or who saw it from the 
crowded streets were unanimous in the 
emphatic declaration that never before 
in the history of this city has a more 
attractive, more highly satisfactory 
parade ever been pulled off. 

There was not a hitch or a break 
in the program to mar its success; 
True, the third division, composed of 
the Fifth Regiment band and citizens 
on foot, fell into line a little bit late, 
but that was due to the crowded con- 
dition of the streets, which made it 
almost absolutely impossible for a 
large body of men to move with any- 
thing like freedom or dispatch. 

The speaking at the plaza of the 
Terminal station was called off because 
of the cold weather and the wind. 
Mayor Maddox and W. F. Parkhurst 
were scheduled to deliver short ad- 
dresses, but the weather and the 
crowded condition of the streets made 
it advisable to dispense with this fea- 
ture of the celebration. 

The parade was formed at the Ara- 
gon hotel, and headed by Grand Mar- 
shal Eugene R. Schmidt, a platoon of 
mounted police ang Chief W. B. Cum- 
mings, of the f1.c department, in his 
automobile. It moved shortly after $ 
o'clock down Peachtree to Whitehall,

Lights Are Flashed On. 

As the head of the parade entered 
each block along the Great White 
Way, the lights were flashed on in that 
particular block and thus from block 
to block the street was flooded with a 
brilliant blaze of light. 

The parade was one of the largest 
and longest ever seen in Atlanta. 
Every citizen who owned an automo- 
bile had been invited to fall in line 
with their cars and to bring along 
as Many guests as they could haul. 

Those who did not possess cars, 
were also invited to join the parade 
with the assurance that the pace 
would be slow .enough -for them to 
follow. And they came. No circus 
parade in Atlanta ever drew a more 
tremendous throng than that which 
pushed and jostied and crowded tits 
way in perfect good humor through 
the streets, either in the parade or 
along the line of march, watching ft, 
and when the lights were turned on 
there was a blast of tin trumpets, au- 
tomobile horns and shouts from the 
populace, mingling with the stirring 
strains of music furnished by the Red 
Men's drum corps, the Fifth regiment 
band, and the D. O. K. K. drum corps. 

All the merchants along the Great 
White Way kept “open house” during 
the evening and in celebration of the 
occasion had their stores brilliantly 
Hghted, so that the mingling of the 
lights from the stores and from the 
street rivaled the brilliance of the 
midday sun.

His brother, Isaac N. Hanspn, who 
had been staying with him since his | 
former illness, was with him at the} 
time of his death. | 
Survived Operation. 


The many friends of Major Hanson, | 
who have been rejoicing over his re- 
covery from the serious iliness of 
last August, were shocked by the news 
of his unexpected death. There were 
many expressions of admiration for 
the fortitude with which he had born 
his troubles of the past year. 

When Major Hanson was approach- 
ing his seventieth year he was attack- 
ed, in August, by liver complications 
of a threatening nature. He was told 
that an operation would be necessary, 
and that, in view of his advanced age, 
his chances for recovery would be 
slight. He considered the matter, and 
decided to undergo the operation. 

It was successfully performed, and, 
to the great relief of his friends, Major 
Hanson seemed again to be in good 
health. 

As soon as he regained his strength, 
he resumed his duties at his office. 
When, on the 25th of November,. he 
rounded ‘his seventieth birthday he 
went to his office as usual, and seemed 


'as hale and hearty as ever. His friends 


who called to offer congratulations 
thought that he would be spared to 
celebrate many future birthdays. 

On February 14, 1865, Major Hanson 
married Miss Cora Alice Lee, of 
Barnesville. His wife and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Robert Young Garrett, of 
Baltimore, Md, and Mrs. William Ross 

of Point Loma, Cal., survive |

Sketch of Major Hanson. 

Major John Fletcher Hanson was an 
interesting type of the self-made man 
of the south, yet in some respects dif- 
fered from the general type. In spite 
of early hardships, and although he had 
made considerable money, one of his 
well-known characteristics was a lavish 
generosity and an absolute. disregard 
of money for money’s sake. He was the 
ty proat man of business, one who stoad 

by hié views in spite of contradictions, 
and had the satisfaction of seeing re- 
— develop as he had predicted. 

Major Hanson was born in Monroe 
county, Georgia, November 25, 1840, be- 
ing near the close of his seventieth 
year at the time of his death. He was 
the‘son of James B. and Permetea C. 
Hanson. His father, a farmer and 


preacher, was able to afford the son ' 


only a limited education in the public, 
schools; but he made the most of his) 


advantages, and, by years 


of close | 


study and observation, acquired a val- | 


uable fund of 


information, . especially | 


upon the political ana economical his- | 


tory of the south. 


When the war began he volunteered ° 


and became a member of the Spalding 


Grays, organized at Griffin, which be- | 


came a part of the Second Georgia bat- 
talion. Three years later he became 
adjutant of the Fifty-third Georgia 
regiment, a position he won single- 
handed, for he had neither influential 
relatives nor political alliances. His 
title of “major” was won in the service 
of the Confederate States. 


Early Business Career. 


When the war was over, he began 
business in Barnesville, near his home. 
The first service .of his business career 
was as a drug clerk. Later he estab- 
lished .a chair factory at Barnesville, 
and it is in this connection that an in- 


, teresting story is told. He had neither 


capital nor credit, but, undaunted, he 
went direct to Boston and to the orig- 
inal Wakefield, the head of the weil- 
known Wakefield Rattan Company: 

“TI have no money and no credit,” he 
said, “but I wish to start a chair fac- 
tory. .I have confidence in my ability to 
succeed. I have come to ask you to 
supply me with the materials I need, 
though I cannot promise to pay you 
until I have made and marketed my 
product.” 

Mr. Wakefield heard him through, 

then, turning to one of his head men, 
said: 
“Take this young man and let him 
have what he wants, and let him have 
all the time he needs in which to pay 
Sor it.” 

That was the beginning of his suc- 
cess, and he has often told the story 
to friends, remarking that this inci- 
dent began the obliteration of his sec- 
tional feelings. He had expected to go 
up against a cold, hard, business man, 
ready with refusal; but found a friend, 
who had confidence in the young man 
witn energy and ambition. 


An iudustrial Builder. 


Possessed to a rare extent with the 
gift of mental perspective, the ability 
to grasp from afar all the details in a 
situation with the possibilities for 
grouping them according to a well- 
defined plan, together with the power 
of attracting and leading men, Major 
Hanson became a force in the develop- 
ment of the south. He was among the 
first to realize the enormous possibil- 
ities that were buried in the natural 
resources of this section, 

He left his chair factory and his | 
brick plant in Barnesville in 1876, and, 
with a few associates, 
the Bibb Manufacturing Company in 
Macon. This was one of the first cotton 
manufacturing plants in the south. It 
started with a capital of $35,000. Major

ed for many years at a salary of $1,500.

GEORGIA ROADS 
MUCH IMPROVED 


State Geologist McCallie 
Pays Marked Compli- 
ment to Conditions. 


The remarkable improvement in the 
conditien of the roads of Georgia was 
the subject for markeq compliment Dy 
State Geologist S. W. McCallie, in his 


report for the last quarter which h* 
has prepared and submitted to the ad- 
visory board of the state geologicai 
department. 

Professor McCallle made the recent 
trip of 1,100 miles with the Round-the- 
State tourists in the good roads tour 
inaugurated by The Constitution, Tne 
Macon Telegraph and The Augusta 
Chronicle, and he declares that he was 
astounded at the remarkable improve- 
ment shown in the past few years, 

On the subject of road improvement 
Professor McCallie says: 

“During the quarter, while not .n- 
gaged in the regular routine work ot 
the office, I made several field trips to 
investigate the mining and quarrying 
industries in different parts of tno 
state,” says Professor McCallbe, “and 
also spent ten days in making a tour 
of.the state with the good roads auto- 
mobile tour. The latter trip, which 
covered about 1,100 miles, was of ex- 
ceptional value to me in studying the 
public highways of the state. It cn- 
abled me to examine a large mileage 
of public roads under practical condi- 
tions, and furthermore, 
to compare the road conditions as they 
now exist with the road conditions as 
they were in the same sections some 
years ago, when I had occasion to visit 
much of the region in connection with 
the official duties of my office as as- 
sistant geologist. : 

“T must say that I was much grati- 
fled, indeed, with the splendid progress 
of road building, especially in south 
Georgia. Roads in that section of the 
state, on which automobiles can now 
make 30 or more miles an hour, were 
welinigh impassable at the time of my 
former visit. I recall, some 15 years 
ago, that it took nearly an entine day 
for my light camp wagon. drawn by 
two stout horses, to make the trip 
from Whigham to Bainbridge, whereas 
the automobile tourists made the trip 
in less than 40 minutes, and yet this 
road is much inferior to miles and 
miles of public road recently con- 
structed throughout the wiregrass sec- 
tion of the state. Hand in hand with 
road improvement of the section is to 
be noted improvement in agriculture 
and all other phases of development 
which go to make up progressive and 
prosperous counties.”

Send Your Packages Early and 
Avoid Chance of Late 
Delivery. 


Here are some good rules to follow 
in the matter of shipping Christmas 
pr .ages by express: 

Ship your packages early that they 
may get to destination and be deliver- 
@d to the consignee in ample ume for 
(‘thristmas. Send a posta] card notice 
to the consignee advising the date of 
shipment of the package. 

Use wooden boxes for packing-—it 
may cost a few cents more, but the 
danger of loss or damage is very much 
reduced. 

Write the address in full on the box 
with ink or crayon—tags are frequent- 
iy torn off and lost. 

When packages are sent to a city 
the street and number shoulq always 
be shown, no matter how prominent or 
wéll-kno\vn the consignee may be. 
When it is sent to a small town the 
county should also be gamed, so that 
if there are two towns of the same 
name in one state no mistake can be 
made. 

Do not mark anything with card 
marks tacked on—they are easily rub- 
bed off. 

Insist upon a receipt and see that 
the amount paid .s on the receipt and 
the value of the package declared 
thereon. 

Write your own address in full 
the lower left-hand corner of 
package and inclose a card in the 
package beariftg your address, that 
you may be notified in the event of 
loss of consignee'’s address. 

Use strong wrapping paper—not 
newspaper—if not convenient to ship 
in boxes, and tie with a strong cord. 

if the package contains anything of 
a perishavie nature write the word 
“Perishable” in large letters on the 
box to insure specia)] attention for its 
delivery. 

Remember that glass will not carry 
without breakage unless properly 
packed. If you send a jar of preserves 
in a package of nice dress goods and 
the jar breaks you will spoil your 
goods. 

Do not put amy money or valuables 
whatever in a freight package. The 
way to ship money is to put it in a 
package by itself and take a money 
receipt for it. Otherwise the express 
companies are not liable.

After having delved into the Barks-

murder; Lloyd Lewis, a negro, charged 
with murder; P. H. Leary, stepfather 
of Hudgins, charged with being acces- 
sory before the fact, and Mrs. Joseph 
Leary, mother of Hudgins, charged 
with being accessory before the fact. 

Hudgins has been in jail at Newton 
for several weeks. The negro, who 
was released after a committal hear- 
ing, has been rearrested. 

Joseph Leary and Mrs. Leary were 
arrested in Albany this evening by 
Sheriff H. H. Radford, of Baker coun- 
ty. Mrs. Leary’s bail has been fixed 
at $1,000. 

These are the latest developments 
in the case, which has grown out of 
the finding of the body of Ernest E. 
Barksdale, a well known Tampa com- 
mission merchant, in an abandoned 
well on a Baker county farm on the 
16th of October. It is believed that 
other indictments have been returned 
by the grand jury, though it is im- 
possible to obtain information on this 
point. This will be the most sensa- 
tional murder trial in the history of 
Baker county, whén it comes up early 
in the new year.

He 
Started his machiue near the northern 
turn of the track, and rose frum the 
ground as he reached the grandstand. 
as the machine was in the air, thai 
as the macnine was in the iar, tnac 
Ward was not able to propery controi 
it. . The gusts of wind rocaed :t from 
side to side, and in alighting on the 
track at the southern end of the 
grandstand, he experienced considera- 
ble difficulty in keeping the machine 
from running into the emban«xment. 
His plucky effort was wildly cheered 
by the spectators. 

On alighting, Ward gave it as his 
opinion that the air was too tretcher- 
ous to be trusted at that time. The 
two other aviators coincided in this 
opinion after seeing Ward's difficulty 
in handling his machine. As a result, 
it was decided that no further attempts 
would be made unti the wind either 
dieq out or became steadier, as it wes 
the gusts that were most feared. It 
was determined, however, that all 
scheduled flights,should be made, if 
possib'e, and a decision to wait on 
conditions was made. . 

Announcement was made to the spec- 
tators that the flights would be made 
as scheduled, provided the wind sub- 
sideg sufficiently to make it s°fe, and 
for more than hour the spectators 
waited patiently.

Memphis, Tenn., December 15.-—A 
writ of habeas corpus saved Assistant 
Attorney General W. R. Harrison from 
spending tonight in prison.

Although this year’s total 
is less than for the previous tweive 
months, the comparison otherwise ‘1S- 
heartened the bulls, especially as eariy 
in the day an export house had been 
selling here for Liverpool account. r or- 
eign news gave the market a bearish 
start. From the Argentine in particu- 
lar came worg of large shipments and 
favorable threshing returns. Another 
reason for weakness was the fact that 
although the weather continued dry in 
the American southwest there was 
good basis for belief that no irrepar- 
able damage has yet been done, As 
the day progressed, a material show 
of strength resulted from purchase 
corn by wheat bulls, but the effect of 
this maneuver was lost when the de-

Corn, after an easy opening, advanced 
because of large purchases by specuia- 
tors in wheat, who aimed at a Dullish 
effect on the latter grain.

NO MORE FIGHTING 
IN PIKE COUNTY 


|As Result of Raids by 


Night Riders. 


Barnesville. Ge. December 1%. 
(Special.)— Advices from the Milner 
diatrict of Pike eounty, where there 


has been racial trouble, growing out 
of the whipping of negroes by night 
riders, state that no further clash has 
occurred, and it Is beHeved peace will 
soon be restored. The sheriff is on 
the stene and is-trying to apprehend 
the night riders. It is believed the 
local authorities are amply able to 
cope with the situation, 

As result of the lest raid meade by 
the night riders, shortly after mid- 
night Wednesday morning, a negro 
named Atwater is facing almost cer- 
tain death from wounds from «4 pistol 
ball, and a white man knows how it 
feels to receive a shock from a bullet 
against his breastplate, which prob- 
ably eaved his life. 

Friction has existed at Milner for 
some time past between Marsha] Sims 
and officials of Milner and another 
faction, headeg by J. W._Woodall. a 
large farmer. The officers assert tiuat 
they nave been trying to break up & 
lot of lawlessness being carried on by 
the negroes on Mr. Woodall's place 
and that their efforts were largely 
nullified by Mr. Woodall’s encourage- 
ment to the negroes. 

Mr. Woodall, on the other hand, con- 
tends that only his negroes are being 
sought out for punishment and it is a 
case of persecution. This condition 
led up to the-organization of a band 
of white citizens, said to consist of a 
number of the best people of the cam- 
munity, who .whipped a number of ne- 
groes and told others tney nad to leave 
the vicinity by a certain time. 

Out of this grew tne charges of 
peonage against Marshal Sims, who 
was taken before the Uniteq States 
court in Macon, where he was required 
to make bond for his appearance for 
trial later. It is said that similar 
charges have been and will be made 
against other citizens. It fs asserted 
that there is nothing in these charges 
of peonage except the sptrit of con- 
tention between parties to the two 
factions. | 

The excitement which has been pre- 
vailing .or some days ts abating and 
the people will probably adjust their 
differences end get down to friendly 
business relations again.

The movement to test the rule of the 
railroads which requires that holders 
of mileage books shall exchange mile- 
age at railroad stations for a ticket, 
instead of having the mileage pulled 
by the conductors on trating, will take 
definite shape at the meeting of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association en 
Saturday night, December 31. ; 

The members of the association aré 
Getermined to carry the fight before 
the railroad commission of the state, 
and if that body should find that the 
question is beyond its jurisdiction a 
test of the rule will be made in the 
courts. 

Traveling men especially, who a™ 
called upon every day to use the mile- 


| age books, have opposed the rule whicti! 


requires them to loge time by exchang- 
fon mileage for a ticket every time 
they heard a train, and since a receni 
decision of the supreme court of North 
Carolina declaring that the rule fs in- 
valid and should not be enforced, they 
have been especially anxious to have a 
similar test made in Georgta. 
Will Ask for a Hearing. 

Cc J. Hollingsworth, a well-known 
traveling man of Atlanta, who is chair- 
man of the rallroaga committee of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, wii! 
be instructed by the association at its 
next meeing to take the matter up 
with the railroag commission and ask 
for a hearing. 

Secretary J. He Andrews § stated 
Thursday that the association wil! 
also appoint a large committee to ‘ac- 
company Chairman Hollinsgworth we- 
fore the commission and present the 
mileage rule proposition. 

“The condition that holders of mile- 
age books sha!] exchange mileage tor 
tickets at station Is exceedingly trou- 
blesome to the traveling public, and is 
especially inconvenient and freqnentiv 
the cause of delays to traveling men,’’ 
said Chairman Hollingsworth in dis- 
cussing the mileage rule. 

Makes Numerous Stops. 

“The traveling man very often makes 
humerous railroad stops in a day. 
After he has bought his mileage book 
and paid his money for it he feels that 
he should be relieved of the annoyance 
of having to stop every time and prob- 
ably wait In line at crowded stations 
to exchasg~ his mileage for transpor- 
tation. 

“The railroads have taken the posi- 
tion tn some instances that the con- 
ductor does not have sufficient time 
between stations to pull the mileage, 
and that reason is given for the ruls 
that it shall be exchanged for a ticket. 
| It is also argued that such a rule 1s 
| not burdensome when it is considered 
that the mileage books are S0lq@ at & 
reduced rat: 


“However, it is a noticeab fact 
that the conductors have time st pull 
the mileage which is 60ld on a basis or 
| 2% cents per mile. and it would appear 
(that it would be just as easy to pull 
the mileage which is sold on a basis or 
2 cents permile. This condition of at- 
fairs is talben to mean that the rail- 
roads have desired to discourage the 
sale of the 2-cent mileage book.”
